Feeding Potatoes While Cultivat 
ing. 

In the American Agriculturist's 
famous potato contest of 1890, culti- 
vation did not extend beyond July 14, 
excepting in one or two cases, .and in 
most not later than July 8. At the 
last hoeing, on July 2, A. Bote, Maine, 
applied 400 pounds of superphosphate 
between the Mill ita the rows. J. A. 
L. Fisher, New York, applied fertiliser 
in the same way July 10. July 16 
John Wagner, Michigan, applied 200 
pounds Stockbridge potato fertilizer 
about the plants, covering it with the 
hand hop. A. Hardison, Maine, ap- 
plied 600 pounds superphosphate be- 
tween the hills Juno 30. E. A. llobin- 
son, Indiana, on June 20 used five 
cords of strawy stable maim re as a 
mulch on those places in hi* field 
where the soil was lightest and the 
need of fertiliser most apparent. The 
above-named parties raised crops of 
from 200 to 514 bushels, respectively. 
Cultivation by irrigation was so ex- 
ceptional—two cases in 112 — as to 
present no features of special interest 
to growers in states where this system 
has uo place In general practice.

The Louisville Times of last Wed- 
nesday camps on Governor Bradley's 
trail and treats the public to an offi- 
cial list of 127 pardons issued by him 
rince his inauguration up to May 1. 

The record is one that should damn 
him in the eyes of all law-abiding cit- 
izens. If it be Gov. Bradley's pur- 
pose to try to foster the mob spirit in 
Kentucky, then he is wise in the selec- 
tion ot his methods. 

The Times says: 

"The executive journal in the office 
of the Secretary of State at Frankfort, 
compiled in the handwriting of As- 
nt Secretary of State GufTy, shows 
that since his induction Into office the 
itfa dav of last December, and up to 
May 1, Gov. W. O . Bradley has grant- 
127 pardons, remissions, etc. Of 
this number a few are restorations to 
citizenship after the expiration of the 
term of imprisonment. 

'he acts of clemency began on the 
dav after the inauguration with tbe 
much-criticised pardon of George Fer- 
guson, ihe Louisville A. P. A., arrest- 
ed for carrying concealod deadly wea- 
is on election day. 
It is a fact that the Governor's 
wholesale release of prisoners in the 
penitentiaries and jails has caused 
considerable discouragement to the 
officers of the law and the attorneys 
for the Commonwealth, not only in 
making example! of concealed deadly 
weapon cases, but in prosecutions lor 
the high crime of murder. It has 
been a standing argument in favor of 
tal punishment that, according 'o 

lasts but seven years, and for KentfHV 
jov. Bradley is greatly reducing 
the average : 

'One instance in which the ease ot 
obtaining a pardon led soon after to 
■order, may be cited in the case ot 
Henry Yoes. who whipped out his pis- 
tol and shot Policeman Sales, who had 
him under arroet in a street car on 
Derby Day. Yoes was recently par- 
doned for carrying a concealed deadly 
weapon. On the journal ids name ap- 
pears as Yoder, and following his re- 
lease he turns up a* the slayer of Sales. 
In this particular aflair, however, the 
possibility of another pardon is pre- 
cluded bv the death of Yoes by a te- 
rn ball from Sales' pistol. 
"The promises made by the Gover- 
nor with respect to the majesty of the 
law and the "just execration of crimi- 
nals" are not being carried out. 
Aside from tho political inllucuccs 
which arc said to have hi en the

As soon as the 
sfiesjsslppl river was crossed coming 
east i lie desolation began, and by the 
time Kentucky W«S leached (hi face 
the country appeared as if a deadly 
oeoo had swept over the land. 
Corn was worth $5 to $C a barrel 
I next winter and much slock per- 
ed , and there was more or less suf- 
fering, but not by the negroes, Cor hu- 
I masters provided for them. Ii 
may DOt bo so again, lor the relation- 
ship of the races is changed and in 
teasoni of scarcity and famine the 
pooier race may suffer. From ap 
pearsnees we may have scarcity 
again, aud prudent people should pro- 
vide for ccontingciicies.— Lexington 
Gaz-tte.

The scheme is for each farmer to 
raise a certain area of some one crop 
for the benefit of the needed fund.

"The bill with this amendment was 
sent back to tho House for the concur- 
rence of that body, and on tho 21st, 
day of February, 1878, while it was 
under consideration,! made the speech 
which has eo ollen been referred to 
luring the last three years by tho ad- 
vocates of free -coin age, and a few sen- 
tences from which they have fro- 
piently published. It was the first 
jpportunity afforded ine to say auy- 
hing upon the question, and I took 
advantage of it to define my position . 
I began the speech by replying to Hon. 
Thomas Swing, of Ohio, who was an 
ardent advocate of freo coinage, and 
who had made a speech against the 
Senate amendment and iu favor of 
retaining the free coinage provii 
the bill, and then, alter referring to 
laws under which 
r was being coined, I

"My position upon this subjoct 
briefly this: I am opposed to the free 
coinage of either gold or silver, but iu 
favor of unlimited coinage of both 
upon terms of exact equality. 
No discrimination should be made in 
favor of one metal and against the 
other; nor should any discrimini 
be made in favor of the holdei 
her gold or silver bullion and 
ainst the great body of the people 
lo own other kinds of property, 
eat Government should treat all its 
citizens alike, and whenever It at. 
tempts to do otherwise it will engend- 
er a spirit of discontent which sooner 
later must disturb (ho harmony if 
not the peace of society. 

It is scarcely necessary to say that 
a gross discrimination would be made 
between the two metals if the owners 
of silver bullion were permitted to 
have fifty*ODe or fifty-two cents worth 
of silver coined and stamped as a dol- 
lar, when tho owners of gold bullion 
were required to presont 100 cents' 
worth of gold In order to have t heir 
metal coined and stamped as a dollar. 
The two metals are coined upon 
terms of exact |equality, only when a 
dollar's worth of silver is contained in 
tho silver dollar, and a dollar's worth 
of gold is contained in the gold dol- 
lar, and when no more is charged foi 
the coinage of one than for the coinage 
of the other. 

"I do not understand that the advo- 
cates of ltee coinage iu Kentucky, or 
elsewhere, are la favor of the coinage 
of the two metals upon 'terms of exact 
equality,' but are insisting upo 
tio under which tho metal contained 
iu a silver dollar would bo worth only 
about half as much as the motal con- 
tained in a gold dollar. When they 
abandon the ratio of 16 to 1 and advo- 
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he entitled to the benefit ol 
arguments, if there are any, that 
be legitimately based on such a 
claim; but an -long as they maintain 
their present attitude, what I said or 
believed on this subject eighteen years 
ago is wholly irrelevant to tho ques- 
tion they present for discussion . 

In the speech referred to, I showed 
that the ratio established by tho coin- 
igeactof 1792 overvalued silver, and 
drove gold out of circulation, and that 
3 acts of 1834 and 1837 overvalued 
Id, and drove silver out of circula- 

'After a careful review of the speech 
1878, 1 thiuk it would be a perfectly 

fair interpretation of it to say : 

'First— That I was opposed lo the 

free coinage of silver. 

•Second— That I then believed the 

restoration of tho standard silver dol- 
ts the uuiuogo uf ihe United States, 
d a larger use of (hat metal in this 

country, would not only arrest its do- 
nation, but would restore it to a 
ty with gold at the ratio of 16 

to 1. 

"Third— That when parity at this 
tio|had been restored, I wasjin favor 
coining both metals upon terms ol 
;aol equality. 

"Fourth— That I was opposed to the 
total disuse of silver as a legal-tender 
money in this country. . 

'Fifth— That I was In favor of an 
International monetary conference to 
ider the adoption of a common
